THE'LAWS DELAYS 


Som« of the features cf a recent 


edaress by Harvey H. Pratt, a Boston 
attorney, before the students of the 
Boston University Lav; 
School, are 


both illuminating ccd worthy of con- 
sideration by the targets cf the speak- 
er's remarks. 


Mr. Pratt denied the assertion of 


Attorney General WSckersham 
that 


' lawyers are responsible for the pres- 
ent delay in 'court proceedings, and 
pointed out that federal practice by 
a United States statute follows as near- 
ly . as may be the procedure In the 
courts of the state in which the fed- 
eral court is sitting, that thele. pro- 
cedures were widely different and 
•with the rules adopted by the feder- 
al courts this nude a heterogenous 
mass from which it was difficult in 
many instances, to restore regular- 
ity aad order. The responsibility for 
this he laid at the doors of congress. 


He' spoke of the lack of uniformity 


of decisions 'upon the question of the 
jurisdiction of the United States ov 
er citizens of different states in lie 
federal cotrts, and of the lack of uni- 


The Report of the Rate Committee. 


"The committee is unable to recom- 


mend any final solution of the rate 
question," is the way the special com- 
mittee appointed to investigate the 
railroad rates, worded it.

Pro- 
fessor Cunningham declared scientific management did not have a large 
fiejd in railroad v.'o-.k, and where it had been tried c:i the Atchlscji 
System it had been found to be 20 per cent, below the efliclcncy cf the 
Unio;i Pacific shops and 14 per cent, below the efficiency of tr.p South- 
ern shops. 


PrcfccBsr Cunningham showed that the interstate commerce com- 


missioners themselves rejected in toto tho claim cf Mr. Brandeis. 
The remedy Mr. Brr.r.deis recommended had hcen tried according to 
the commissioners, to tho extent of 1-3.0 cf 1 per- cent, in the operations 
of ths railroads of the country* 


So-called scientific management was just 96 years old. 
Prof. Bab- 


bidge cf Oxford University had exploited it In 1S32 and confessed him- 
self indebted to an Italian scientist of 1S15. 
Professor Cunningham 


piled up the cold facts and statistics to show that the railroad asocia- 
tions had been progressing steadily in economic operations, and plead- 
ed for continuation of advancement by evolution and not by revolution. 
He dgclared that a new system was not needed and that scientific man- 
agement was not essentially different from what is" now scientific rail- 
road mnagement. In some railroad departments the cost of system 
reports exceed the savings. 


Mr. Frank B. Gilbreth of New York followed Professor Cunning- 


ham and declared: "1 don't believe anything Professor Cunningham 
says. I only wish I had Mr. Brandeis here tonight to refute it. 
Pro- 


fessor Cunningham never could have made the assertions he dees, had 
he visited the Plymouth Press at Norwood or the Canadian Pacific shops 
at Montreal. I would liket to ask Professor Cunningham if he has 
ever visited the Canadian Pacific shops at Montreal." 
And quietly Pro- 


fessor Cunningham responded, "I have./- 


"Have j-ou," said Mr. Gilbreth, "ever visited the 'labor- Manufac- 


turing Co. of Philadelphia?" The Professor modestly admitted that he 
had. 
"How much tim^ did you spend there!" said Mn. Gilbreth, and 


when the professor responded "Forty-eight hours,". Mr. Gilbreth was 
flabbergasted and proceeded to talk of Mr. Frederick "W. Taylor of Phil- 
adelphia and his stopwatch system. But 'Brandeis and his "system" 
rested upon ice where Professor Cunningham hd, dissected it and laid 
it out.

This is the fundamental principle of scientific management. It is

He Ijas got the first principle. It 


is easier for Mr. Brandeis to run than to walk.—Boston News Bureau.
